PHNOM

(AP) — North Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong forces moved to with­ 
in six miles of Phnom Penh to­ 
day in their closest major at­ 
tack yet to the Cambodian capi­ 
tal.

The enemy assault in Cambo­ 
dia was at the village of Moat 
Krasas Krao, six miles north­ 
east of the capital.

Friday to Phnom Penh. 
The attack began seven hours 
after Agnew had left Cambodia 
for Thailand.

Maj. Am Rong, the Cambo­ 
dian military spokesman, said 
the North Vietnamese and Vite

Cambodian forces were re­ 
ported moving into the region, 
and fighting was continuing at 
last report.

has assured Thai leaders that 
he will “leave no stone un­ 
turned” in efforts to overturn

Thanat said at a news confer­ 
ence that while the majority of 
the American people and the 
Nixon administration back U.S.

Asia into Communist hands.”

He charged that these ele­ 
ments “want chaos and want to 
see complete failure of the Nix­ 
on Doctrine,” under which the 
United States would help Asian 
nations defend themselves and 
help their neighbors. 
“The vice president assured 
the Thai prime minister that he 
will leave no stone unturned to 
bring about an effective and 
prompt 
and 
adequate 
imple­ 
mentation of the Nixon Doc­ 
trine,” Thanat added. 
No Members Named 
The 
foreign 
minister 
said 
Thailand would consider send­ 
ing troops to Cambodia “only if 
the threat becomes acute.” 
“We shall avoid to the maxi­ 
mum extenrt possible a direct in­ 
troduction (of troops) into Cam­ 
bodia,” he said. 
The foreign minister gave no 
names in his mention of “cer­ 
tain elements” in the U.S. Con­ 
gress.

Mideast Security Program 
Thoroughly Aired By GOP 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
concept of a joint U.S.-Soviet se­ 
curity force in the Middle East 
was not just an 
idea 
which 
popped up by coincidence in a 
briefing at the Western White 
House. 
To the contrary, it has been 
discussed thoroughly by the ad­ 
ministration’s Middle East ex­ 
perts. 
This conclusion results from 
research in the wake of the 
mostly cool reaction which fol­ 
lowed the suggestion by high 
government officials that the 
United States and the Soviet Un­ 
ion establish such a force to 
guarantee pence between Israel 
and the Arabs. 
Idea Not New 
The idea is not new, special­ 
ists of the area explain. Most of 
them firmly 
believe a peace­ 
keeping course in 
the Middle 
East is an absolute must, and 
there seem only two ways such- 
sa course can be farmed. 
One is a force made up of 
troop* from air aller nations, 


preferably 
uncommitted 
in 
East-West differences. This idea 
got a heavy blow in May 1967, 
two weeks before the Israeli- 
Arab war broke out, when the 
United 
Nations 
withdrew 
its 
emergency force from the Mid­ 
dle East without an argument 
when 
requested 
by 
Egypt’s 
President Nasser. 
3,400 UN Solders 
The U N. emergency force of 
about 3,400 men from India, 
Canada, 
Yugoslavia, 
Sweden, 
Brazil, Norway and Denmark 
had formed a buffer between 
Egyptian 
and 
Israeli 
forces 
since 1956. U.N. Secretary-Gen­ 
eral U Thant is still bitterly and 
publicly criticized in Israel for 
having complied with Nasser’s 
request. 
American 
officials 
behave 
more diplomatically but it is no 
secret the United States was ap­ 
palled by Thant’s attitude and 
still finds little pleasing about 
his activities, or lack of them, in 
the Middle East crisis. 
Lesser Power 
Because af what happened to 


1967 with the U.N. force, com­ 
posed of soldiers from seven 
countries of lesser power, it is 
inconceivable that Israel would 
again accept a similar role for 
the United Nations in the area. 
American officials, based on the 
lesson of 1967, find little value in 
a 
costly 
peacekeeping 
force 
which can be ordered to leave 
by erne or both the parties they 
were supposed to keep apart. 
Alternative Listed 
The alternative would be a 
force composed af troops of ma­ 
jor powers Parties to a dispute 
—in this case Israel and the Ar­ 
abs—would think twice before 
trying to evict such a peace­ 
keeping force, specialists of the 
issue believe. 
Moreover, they say, such a 
joint force would manifest rec­ 
ognition of the hard fact that 
both superpowers have vested 
interests in peace in the Middle 
East, an area which became for 
them—as one high-ranking in­ 
formant put it—an area of po­ 
tential conflict ar af potential 
cooperation.

DETROIT (AP) — Gov. Willi­ 
am Milliken told Michigan Re­ 
publicans today that victory in 
the November election will have 
to be won by overcoming wide­ 
spread “alienation to govern­ 
ment and office holders.” 
Calling on party faithful to 
“unite as never before,” Milli­ 
ken warned delegates to the 
GOP’s state nominating conven­ 
tion that “enlightened Demo­ 
crats must be reached.” 
He predicted the outcome of 
the Nov. 3 election for control at 
the 
Legislature 
and 
several 
other statewide offices, includ­ 
ing his own, would be decided 
by an estimated 55 per cent of 
Michigan’s independent voters 
who do not automatically fend 
to vote Democratic. 
“We do ask loyalty of pur­ 
pose.” Milliken said in an ap­ 
parent reference to State Sen. 
Robert J. Huber, the maverick 
who a nnounced he would form a 
third party of dissident conser­ 
vatives. 
“I don’t mean we all have to 
think alike,” Milliken said. “We 
are individualists. 
Milliken continued the party’s 
attack on Michigan Democrats 
who passed a controversial, now 
largely repudiated, 
resolution 
advocating “amnesty” for all 
U.S. draft resistors who have 
left the country or gone to jail 
rather than serve in Vietnam. 
“You saw what happened at 
Grand Rapids,” said Milliken, 
referring to the recent Demo­ 
cratic convention where the res­ 
olution was passed. “That was 
weak leadership .. and a mock­ 
ery,” he staid. 
Milliken praised Mrs. George 
Romney, the party’s candidate 
tor 
the

Senate,

launched an immediate attack 
on incumbent Sen. Philip A 
Hart’s unsuspecting fialure to 
take a role in stopping deplor­ 
ing the resolution’s passage. 
“Lenore Romney gave them a 
public whipping,” Milliken told 
enthusiastic party members.

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Clean Air Race 
An unusual race has been ffoing this week 
in the United States, a race in which the ques­ 
tion seems to be not how fast the cars will fin­ 
ish but whether they will finish at all. Indeed, 
some of the entries never got off the starting 
line. 
The transcontinental Clean Air Race began 
at Cambridge, Mass., home of Massachusetts In­ 
stitute of Technology, and is scheduled to end 
Sunday at Pasadena, Calif., home of the Rose 
Bowl, with stops in between at Toronto, Detroit 
and other cities en route. All of the entries 
meet the 1975 federal anti-smog standards and 
those powered by internal combustion engines 
are highly modified from the power plants of 
conventional cars and are used with advanced 
air pollution control systems. 
As might be expected with the prototypes, 
however, not all of them work. 
A 1970 Chevelle modified by students at 
Worcester, Mass., Polytechnic Institute nick­ 
named “the great teakettle” crossed the start­ 
ing line, but th at’s about all it did before whist­ 
ling out of the race. Another steamer entered 
by students of the University of California at 
San Diego cruised a block and a half. The car 
represented 15,000 man hours of work by stu­ 
dent engineers and it ran all right, but didn’t 
have enough power to hit more than 21 miles 
per hour. 
The electrics ran into such problems as 
broken controller switches, batteries overheating 
and simply batteries running down and needing 
recharging. 
★

While the race itself may be somewhat of a 
comedy, however, the purpose is worth while. 
The automobile is the greatest air polluter in 
the nation and cleaner cars must be developed. 
The first report of the Council on Environ­ 
mental Quality, which went to Congress this 
month along with a presidential message, says, 
among its many recommendations, that “the 
program for development of an unconventional 
vehicle propulsion system (e. g., steam, gas tur­ 
bine, or hybrid) should be accelerated to assure 
that the technology will be available if conven­ 
tional propulsion systems are incapable of meet­ 
ing increasingly stringent federal standards.” 
The report indicates that even stricter 
standards may not be sufficient. 
"The data on present levels of pollution in 
our urban environment, the projected increase 
in urban traffic in the years ahead and the per­ 
formance of pollution control systems under 
actual driving conditions make it clear that 
even applying stricter standards in 1975 will 
only prolong the downward curve in vehicle 
emissions until the middle 1980’s. After that, 
carbon monoxide levels will again rise because 
of the sheer number of automobiles on the roads 
and highways,” the report said. 
"Motor vehicle pollution is the product of a 
complex combustion system of engines, fuels 
and fuel additives. Effective control, then, means 
dealing not only with engines and control de­ 
vices but with the fuel itself and with fuel ad­ 
ditives . . . an alternative to the internal com­ 
bustion engine m a y be necessary if it cannot 
meet the increasingly stiff standards . . . ”

If anything, the Gean Air Car Race proves 
two things: 
• That designing relatively pollution-free 
automobiles is possible, and 
• That there is a great deal of work to l>e 
done before such vehicles can be put into pro­ 
duction to replace today’s conventional cars. 
That college students and automobile com­ 
panies are working on the problem, however, is 
encouraging. When the first automobiles ap­ 
peared a half century ago the technology wasn’t 
anywhere near as advanced as it is today. In 
another half century, the automobile — if it 
survives as the dominant mode of transporta­ 
tion — may have proceeded through even great­ 
er changes. 
Hopefully, there will be time to develop 
those changes.

Campus Sanctuaries 
For Lawbreakers Hit 


LANSING (AP) — Michigan’s 
colleges 
“need 
tough 
pres­ 
idents” to ensure that campus­ 
es do not become “ sanctuaries 
for 
lawbreakers,” 
says 
the 
chairman of a Michigan Senate 
committee investigating student 
unrest. 
Sen. Robert J. Huber, R-Troy, 
held a news conference recently 
to present the conclusions he 
said he formed from the 51-page 
report compiled by his commit­ 
tee. 
\ 
Only 
two 
other 
committee 
m e m b e r s , Republican Sens. 
Jam es Fleming of Jackson and 
George Kuhn of Birmingham, 
have endorsed the report so far, 
Huber said, but others are still 
studying it. 
Huber 
said 
the 
committee 
agreed generally with the find­ 
ings of a private research firm 
that “at present there 
is no 
need for special legislation deal­ 
ing with crimes” on campus. 
The report said Michigan law 
contains enough statutory refer­ 
ence to particular crimes so that 
“ any new statutes would be un­ 
necessary.” 
However, it added, 
“ There 
may well be need for special 
legislation dealing with other 
areas of concern and directed 
specifically toward colleges and 
university problems.” 
Huber said he also had con­ 
cluded that “The big business 
of most of this state’s universi­ 
ties has not been conducted 
properly,” 
He declined to name any ad­ 
m inistrators he would rate poor­ 
ly but did single out J. Donald 
Phillips, president of Hillsdale 
College in Hillsdale, as a strong 
college executive 
Huber said the committee al­ 
so “strongly urges that t h e 
same 
rules 
of 
conduct 
pre­ 
scribed by leer for society is 


general apply to colleges and 
universities.” 
Further, he said, autonomy of 
Michigan’s 
public 
universities 
may be too wide, and that “cit­ 
izens look to the Legislature, not 
to regents or trustees” on mat­ 
ters involving the state’s higher 
educational institutions. 
Huber said the committee also 
felt campus newspapers should 
be made financially independent 
of their colleges to reduce their 
contribution to radical activities. 
“A student newspaper ought 
to have to stand on its own,” 
Huber said. “ Editors do not rep­ 
resent the thinking of their stu­ 
dent bodies. We ought to stop 
enabling the activities to have 
a built-in vocal system.” 
Huber called for greater com­ 
munication between the admin­ 
istration and students and far 
more supervision by the Stat* 
Board of Education. 
“We need to define the whole 
Idea of higher education 
and 
the purpose of it,” Huber said. 
“ In our study we found you 
couldn’t really pin people down 
about why we have higher edu­ 
cation.” 
The final report of the com­ 
mittee, which received legisla­ 
tive funds totaling $59,000 for 
the study, was prepared after 
review of earlier studies done 
by 
a 
private 
research 
firm, 
Higher Education Executive As­ 
sociates of Chicago.

Other Slayings 


JACKSON (AP) — J ohm Nor­ 
man Colins observed his first 
fuH day today behind the wails 
of Southern Michigan Prison_ 
where he may spend itihe rest of 
his life unless an appeal suc­ 
ceeds in overturning his convic­ 
tion for murdering a coed. 
Codlins was brought here Fri­ 
day after being sentenced to a 
mandatory life term at hard la­ 
bor by a circuit judge An Ann 
Arbor. 
Friday’s sentencing occurred 
despite 
Codlins’ denial—in 
a 
high, rather squeaky voice—that 
he ever knew the gilt he was 
convicted of killing. He called 
his trial “a travesty of justice.” 
Washtenaw County Prosecutor 
William Delhey told newsmen 
after the sentencing that Collins 
is the “only suspect” in six un­ 
solved killings. 'Pie murder of 
Miss Bedeman was the seventh 
time ainee July, 1967, that a 
young woman was killed in Hie 
county. 
The six earlier killings have 
not led to charges against any­ 
one and Delhey said there is 
“imufficient legal evidence to 
charge him (Collins) in any of 
the others.” 
Delhey declined to discus® ev­ 
idence against Collins in the un­ 
solved cases since the young 
man is under indictment in Cal­ 
ifornia on another m u r d e r 
charge. Collins is charged with 
killing a 17 - year - old Oregon 
girl near Salinas iin June 1969. 
California authorities have said 
they will try to extradart e Collins 
to that state 
Friday’s sentencing will not 
mark an end to court appear­ 
ances for Collins. Defense attor­ 
ney Neil Fink said a motion for 
a new trial will be filed shortly. 
The lawyer said he expects 
the motion to be heard “in about 
two weeks” and he predicted, 
"This appeal will be success­ 
ful.” 
Fink said Cottas’ decision to 
speak out in court Friday was 
the defendant’s alone and Col­ 
lins had merely 
“said what 
came to his mind.” 
In response to 
a question 
whether Collins was in good 
spirits, Fink replied, “No, would 
you be?” He described 
his 
client's mood as one of “frus­ 
tration, anguish.”

TORONTO (AP) — Black co- 
median Dick Gregory says he 
will move his family from Chi­ 
cago across die border to Wind­ 
sor, Ont., because he believes 
the Central Intelligence Agency 
is going to seize power in the 
United States within 18 months.

The Labor Department also 
added 13 smaller areas to the 
list—Flarence-Sheffield, 
Ala.;
